And, since Mr Khrushchev has 
popularly been reputed to 
prefer o challenging to 4 
boring conversation, there 
acems every likelihood that 
he is in for two days of 
talks in which on the Ameri- 
can side no punches will be 
pulled. 

R Kennedy Is as blunt a 
speaker as Mr Khrush- 
chev and the first purpose 
he will put this bluntness 
tn will be to tell the Russian 
Premier that he is not, as 
the Communlst Party line 
Insists, the tool of Big 
Business, Wall Street, the 
Rockefellers and all the 
other bogeymen who haunt 
the drenma of Marxist 
doctrinaires. 

One basic difference  be- 
tween President Kennedy 
and Mr Eisenhower — ond 
this will most assuredly 
appeal to Mr Khrushchev — 
{a that the new President fs 
much more disposed to be- 
Heve that it may be ensier 
to solve some of the great 
and basic East-Weat prob- 
lems through direct negotia- 
tions between the, United 
States and the Soviet 
Union. 


Both have reuasured the world |. 


that they will not negotiate 
or try to reach agreements 
“on the major international 
problems that involve the 
intereata of many other 
countries,” but {t will be a 
good bet that both will try 
to find out whether It might 
not be easier to solve some 
of these problems if the two 
Great Powers could come to 

. at least some agreements in 
principle. 

Thus if, for Inatance, Mr Ken- 
nedy and Mr Khrushchev 
-could find ways to reach o 
nuclear test ban agreement, 
there ia no doubt that Bri- 
tain, the only other country 
involved In these negotin- 
tions, would go along with 
anything agreed on In 
Vienna. 

There is no doubt, however, 
that it will be impossible to 
come to a common view on 
what is still a danger point 
in Enst-West relations — 

. Berlin. 

HE best that ean be hoped 

for ia that the Vionna 
conference will-result In o 
delay of u Berlin crisis, and 
‘that Mr Konnedy will suc- 
ceed in impressing on Mr 
Khrushchev how dangerous 
it could become If he pre- 
clpitated one.

The latest figures for_ this 
year, compiled by the China 
Association from customs 
figures, show that during the 
first three months of this year 
the overall trade volume be- 
tween the two counlrics was 
roughly £12.17 million com- 
pared to £18.03 million for the 
first quartcr last year. 

British experts to the China 
mainland for the first quarter 
of this year were less than half 
— £446 miillon compared to 
£9.78 million pounds—or what 
they were for the same period 
last year. . 

For imports into the British 
Isles the drop was from £8.25 
million for the first quarter of 
1960 to £7.70 million.
